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Cremona girl 
struck by 
Freightliner

A pedestrian was struck by a northbound semi 
truck while attempting to cross Highway 22 within a 
crosswalk in Cremona last Monday afternoon, Feb. 
25, around 3:30 p in. 

The 8-year-old girl was attempting to cross in 
the direction of the village when the Freightliner 
semi truck without a trailer, operated by a 27-year- 
old male from Caroline, struck her, reported Cst. 
Danielle Morrison of the Didshury RCMP. 

"The driver of the semi truck saw the female enter 
the intersection and attempted to swerve to avoid 
her, resulting in the female being struck by the side 
of the truck,” said Morrison. 

The young girl was transported by STARS Air 
Ambulance to Alberta Children’s Hospital, and was 
initially in critical condition, report police. Members 
of Cremona Fire Department and Didshury RCMP 
attended the scene as well as local EMS. 

Sgt. Jeff Jacobson continued last Thursday that 
police had received word from the girl’s family 
saying she is improving, and is no longer in critical 
condition. 

Speed, alcohol, and weather conditions are not 
considered contributing factors to the collision, said 
Morrison. 

Investigation is ongoing with the assistance of the 
RCMP Collisions Analyst, and any potential charges 
will be determined with the conclusion of the inves¬ 
tigation, she said. 

There are overhead lights at the crosswalk, but 
with the investigation still ongoing, Cst. Morrison 
said she was unable to confirm whether they were 
activated prior to the incident. 

The lead investigator on the case visited Cremona 
School the day following the accident to provide 
information on safety while using crosswalks, said 
Jacobson. 


“We’re hoping we never have a repeat of that 
nature there,” said Jacobson.

Suspects in local mailbox thefts arrested in Camrose

The Camrose Police 
Service arrested a 
man and woman from 
Didshury on Feb. 15 in 
connection to alleged 
mailbox thefts in Olds 
iuid other communities 
throughout the province 
in recent weeks. 

Deputy Chief Lee 
Foreman said police 
responded to reports 
from a Camrose busi¬ 
ness at roughly 6 p.m. 
that day about a man 
and a woman attempt¬ 
ing to cash a fraudulent 
cheque. 

Police responded and 


arrested Kevin Brian 
Madden, 36, and Crystal 
Cecilia Shewchuk, 32. 

They were allegedly 
found with documents, 
equipment and informa¬ 
tion linking them to mail¬ 
box thefts throughout 
the province in recent 
weeks, including thefts 
from six mailboxes on 
Imperial Drive in Olds 
on Feb. 9 and at the Olds 
post office on Feb. 10. 

Foreman said police 
discovered the suspects 
had stolen an American 
Express credit card from 
a mailbox in Olds. 

They allegedly phoned 
the house the card was 
going to and convinced 


a teenager living there 
to divulge his parents’ 
birthdates in order to 
activate the card. 

Police also found in 
the suspects’ posses¬ 
sion labelling equip¬ 
ment, rubber stamps 
for document altering, 
a laser printer, laptops, 
bank drafts, identifica¬ 
tion documents, credit 
cards, break-in tools and 
a typewriter. 

Besides thefts in 
Olds, Foreman said, 
the suspects are linked 
to alleged mailbox 
thefts and incidents 
of fraud in Bonnyville, 
Camrose, Fort Kent, Fort 
McMurray, Smoky I^ake, 


Spedden, Lacombe, St. 
Paul, Dewberry, Glendon 
and Wataskiwin. 

Each suspect is fac¬ 
ing nine fraud-related 
charges including utter¬ 
ing forged documents, 
forgery, possession of 
property over $5,000, 
possession of forgery 
instruments and posses¬ 
sion of credit card data. 

Madden is also charged 
with breaching an under¬ 
taking. 

The suspects appeared 
in Camrose provincial 
court on Feb. 27 and will 
next appear in court on 
March 6. 

They remain in cus¬ 
tody.

Education and 
health care 
under fire 


As the Alberta government prepares to releast 1 a 
budget widely expected to be full of bad news this 
week, physicians and teachers remain locked in bit¬ 
ter disputes with the Redford Tories. 

With the premier and her 
cabinet colleagues having 
repeatedly said the province’s 
fiscal picture is anything but 
bright, Albertans shouldn’t 
be surprised if the new bud¬ 
get includes cuts to both edu¬ 
cation and health funding, as 
well as to other areas such 
as environmental protection 
and infrastructure. 

And if that happens, what 
hope, if any, is there for time¬ 
ly settlements of the doctor 
and teacher disputes? 

On the education side, 
things have gone from bad to worse in recent days, 
with the latest government contract offer being 
rejected outright by teachers. 

“I want to express my personal disappointment 
that we could not reach a negotiated agreement with 
the leadership of the AT A that would have benefited 
Alberta’s students, our hard-working teachers and 
local school boards,” said Minister of Education Jeff 
Johnson. 

For their part, the teachers place the blame for 
the impasse squarely in the Tory camp, with Alberta 
Teachers’ Association president Carol Henderson 
calling the latest government offer “unacceptable.” 

“In financial terms, it is actually worst 1 for teach¬ 
ers than what he proposed in December," said 
Hendersen. “There still remains the need to guaran¬ 
tee stability for teachers just as it guarantees stability 
for school boards and the province. 

“There are no provisions for placing reasonable 
limits on the amount of time that teachers can be 
assigned to work by their employer boards." 

Not surprisingly the official Opposition says the 
Tories are to blame for the current education labour 
mess. 

“This government has once again failed to come up 
with a deal that protects taxpayers, and failed to take 
away the burden of paperwork and wasteful admin¬ 
istration on teachers so they can spend more time 
doing what they do best: teaching,” said Wildrose 
education critic Bruce McAllister. 

“Now after voting themselves an eight per cent pay 
raise in the fall, this government has lost ability and 
the authority to lead by example." 

On the health side, Alberta doctors have been 
locked in a bitter dispute with the province since the 
government imposed a contract settlement last year. 

Whether doctors will take the dispute to the next 
level by starting to withdraw services remains to be 
seen. 

The Redford Tories have been saying that the cur¬ 
rent fiscal mess is a result of lower than projected 
resource revenues; the opposition parties and other 
critics place the blame squarely on what they say is 
past and current Tory mismanagement. 

Welcome to budget week in Canada’s richest prov¬ 
ince.

Energy underpins our economy

While Mark Carney is very capable and impressive, 
Britain has no lack of financial experts meeting that 
description. What differentiates him, and what drove 
the British government’s determination to recruit 
him, is that he presided over the central bank of the 
economy that weathered the financial crisis better 
than other developed countries. 

The most often cited reasons include sound home 
mortgage practices and prudent federal fiscal man¬ 
agement. While those factors were crucial in the 
early days of the financial crisis, they don’t explain 
Canada’s continuing strong performance even as our 
closest neighbour and dominant trading partner suf¬ 
fers through protracted economic doldrums. So what 
is it that has made Canada and, by association the 
governor of our central bank, such a star performer? 

The pivotal differentiator is that Canada is one 
of the world’s largest resource exporters. Natural 
Resources Canada estimates that, in 2010, our ener¬ 
gy, mining and forestry sectors generated new capi¬ 
tal investment of $95 billion and total exports of 
$200 billion. The degree to which natural resources 
underpin Canada’s economic prosperity is illustrated 
by balance of trade data showing an $84-billion net 
balance resource trade surplus while manufacturing 
incurred a trade deficit of more than $60 billion. 

The largest contributor to Canada’s balance of 
trade is, by a wide margin, oil and gas. The indus¬ 
try is a huge job creator, employing more than half 
a million people. It’s also the largest investor in 
the Canadian economy, with $55 billion for new 
capital projects in 2012. And many of those dol¬ 
lars went to manufacturers and contractors from 
coast to coast. 

In 2011, the industry paid $21 billion into the cof¬ 
fers of the federal and provincial governments. And 
here are some facts that make the huge importance 
of oil and gas to our country even clearer. Now that 
Ontario has become a so-called “have-not" province, 
the four oil and gas producing provinces (B.C., 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Newfoundland) are the 
only contributors to equalization. So what if those 
provinces were no longer able to pay into equaliza¬ 
tion? 

Quebec’s’ deficit for the fiscal year ending March 31 
is projected to lx 1 $2.3 billion but without Quebec’s 
$7.4-billion equalization grant that deficit would bal¬ 


loon to a staggering $9.7 billion. Manitoba’s $570-mil- 
lion deficit would quadruple to $2.3 billion. New 
Brunswick’s $410-million deficit would jump to over 
$1.9 billion, Nova Scotia’s $250- million deficit would 
rise to over $1.5 billion and P.E.I.’s deficit would go 
from $75 to $400 million. 

It’s crystal clear that the vitality of the oil and gas 
industry, and the provinces which produce it, is cru¬ 
cial to the economic and social fabric of our nation. 
But that vitality is now under serious threat from a 
growing price discount due to lack of export pipeline 
capacity. 

Until recently, industry leaders viewed this as a 
short-term problem. That was before Canadian crude 
fell $42 per barrel below U.S. Gulf Coast prices in 
December, slashing production revenues and render¬ 
ing new investments uneconomic. The most visible 
reaction was the cancellation of Suncor’s $11.6-bil- 
lion Voyageur project, but nearly all oilsands produc¬ 
ers are reducing investment plans. 

In his January 24 speech to investors, Cenovus 
Energy CEO Brian Ferguson stated that the Canadian/ 
U.S. price gap had widened to $36 billion per year, 
constituting a huge subsidy to American oil consum¬ 
ers; “Math on that is roughly $1,200 per Canadian in a 
subsidy to the United States. That’s because of a lack 
of takeaway capacity.” 

TransCanada’s Keystone XL Pipeline to southern 
U.S. refineries remains tied up in a highly political 
tug-of-war between American proponents and anti- 
oilsands activists, making it even clearer that Canada 
must diversify to world-priced Asian markets. But 
Enbridge’s proposed Northern Gateway conduit to 
Asia via the West Coast is caught in its own home¬ 
made tug of war featuring those same anti-oilsands 
environmental groups stoking public fear of oil spills. 
In reality, the risks of a spill are extremely low. Just 
look at Newfoundland’s oil industry, which has an 
excellent operating record in the* vastly more hostile 
North Atlantic environment. 

Every day, more than 100,000 kilometres of pipe¬ 
lines carry over three million barrels of oil through¬ 
out Canada. How could a nation let its most impor¬ 
tant economic resource languish for failure to build 
one more pipeline? One thing is certain, failure to 
solve this problem means that the next Bank of 
Canada governor will preside over a substantially 
less robust economy than his predecessor.

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Recapping development efforts in Roret 


On Oct. 30, my son Sago and I - along with four oth¬ 
ers from the Chinook Winds Christian Centre - trav¬ 
elled to Kenya for two weeks to work on our project 
there in the small village of Roret. 

For those of you who haven’t heard of our work in 
Roret, 1 will take a moment to speak about what the 
project is about and what our goals are for this com¬ 
munity. 

Roret is a village of over 4,000 people near the city 
of Nakuru in southwestern Kenya. It is a volcanic area 
and fresh, sweet water is hard to find. 

In the village of Roret, the only water available out 
of the ground is hot and salty. Villagers who can’t 
afford to buy fresh water walk several kilometres to 
the nearest muddy river and back, carrying huge con¬ 
tainers of water on their backs and heads. 

There is no school in the village. The nearest school 
is over five kilometres away across a very busy trans¬ 
port road. 

Many kids in the village don't attend any school at 
all, not only because of the distances involved to get 
there, but because they have to pay for their uniform 
;md all school materials to be able to attend. 

If you can’t afford to go to school - you don’t go. 

There is no medical clinic there and very little public 
health services available. People must pay for medical 


care, and again if you can’t afford 
the treatment or the medicines, 
than you are out of luck. 

It Ls a hard life. 

Our church has paired with a 
local church in Roret for the last 
10 years. We believe the best way 
to change a community is through 
relationships. 

Our church has adopted this vil¬ 
lage and we are in the process of 
drilling a well, building a school 
and public health clinic, as well as 
developing other initiatives such 
as a community garden. 

Our philosophy is that of giving 
a hand up to tin* community and 
our long-term plan is to encourage 
self-sufficiency. 

In the next few weeks I will 
bring you information and stories 
about the people we met and the 
events that happened on our trip.

Initial review findings 
indicate village’s viability

Initial findings from Municipal Affairs’ viability study of Cremona, spawned by 
its residents’ request for dissolution, indicate that the village is indeed viable, said 
a department official last Friday. 

“The preliminary determination by the review team, is that - despite some 
areas of concern - currently the Village of Cremona appears to be viable, based 
on the statistics and financial analysis undertaken to this point,” said Jerry Ward, 
a public affairs officer at Alberta Municipal Affairs. 

Mayor Ieslie Abrams broke the news to villagers during the- councillor reports 
portion of last Tuesday’s council meeting. 

The viability review team held its third meeting last Tuesday, Feb. 26, with a 
key focus on drafting an initial findings report, said Ward. 

“The purpose of the report is to conduct an in-depth review of the key mea¬ 
sures of sustainability, and the measures and indicators of viability,” said Ward. 

So far, the team has reviewed administrative processes and procedures, 
municipal records and documents, and the organizational structure of the village, 
said Ward. 

Abrams noted that the Village of Cremona viability review was initiated by 
sufficient petition from the electors of the Village of Cremona in 2012, who 
requested a dissolution study for the village. 

“The dissolution study was replaced by the viability review process, following 
the announcement of the municipal sustainability strategy by the ministry of 
Municipal Affairs," she said. 

The next phase of the Village of Cremona viability review is stakeholder 
engagement, which is currently being planned by the team, said Abrams. 

A stakeholder, Ward explained, includes any Cremona resident who wishes to 
volunteer to be part of the study and provide input to the viability team. 

Once finalized, information about the stakeholder engagement opportunities 
will be provided to villagers, said Abrams. 

New street sweeper 
purchase cleared by council

Didsbury’s Public Works office has purchased a new street sweeper for the 
town, costing about $170,000, according to officials. 

Public Works Manager Mike Phillips requested the sweeper previously and 
council set a budget of $200,000 for the purchase. 

Phillips noted that the model they picked has received great reviews from other 
municipalities and he is happy about the purchase. 

The decision to buy a sweeper came after administration compared the prices 
of renting sweepers or bringing in contractors to do the work versus purchas¬ 
ing a unit for the town, said CAO Roy Brown at the regular council meeting on 
Tuesday, Feb 26. 

Since the cost for the sweeper came in below the $200,000 allowed by council, 
Phillips requested permission from council to purchase a small equipment trailer 
and a self-propelled line painter. 

Mayor Brian Wittal noted the reason for the purchase is that the machine cur¬ 
rently being used by town employees is worn out and needing constant main¬ 
tenance. Between renting or joint-purchasing a unit with another municipality, 
administration found it more feasible to just buy a new unit. 

He said that when it came down to the line painter, the decision to pun base 
one for the town was also an easy one to make. 

“Over the last couple of years we’ve been spending anywhere from $5,(MX) to 
$12,000 a year, depending on how much painting we’re doing,” said Wittal. 

“You can pay for one of those units in a couple years, so that only makes sense 
to do that. So it’s going to last us for five to 10 years, it basically pays for itself 
and a new one after probably the first six years.” 

Another advantage to this approach, he said, is that it is difficult to get contrac¬ 
tors in to paint lines early in the year, unless council is willing to pay a premium 
to get it done. 

“So again from a safety perspective, the sooner we can get out and refresh and 
paint our lines and everything else, first thing in the spring you get better utiliza¬ 
tion.” 

As for the equipment trailer, he noted that it will be used by Town of Didsbury 
employees for everything from landscaping to maintenance work.

Elderly couple hospitalized 


after collision with school bus

An elderly married couple from 
Carstairs were hospitalized after their 
SITV collided with a slowing school 
bus east of Carstairs on Highway 581 at 
approximately 3:30 p.m. Friday, March 
1 . 

Didsbury RCMP, Carstairs Fire and 
Provincial EMS responded to the two- 
vehicle collision approximately 
one kilometre east of Highway 2. 

“It was determined that the east- 
bound school bus had activated its 
amber lights and started to slow down, 
preparing to stop, when an eastbound 
SUV behind the bus drove into the 
back of the bus," said Cpl. Warren 
Wright of the Didsbury RCMP last 
Friday evening. 

The 81 -year-old male driver of the 
SIIV was transported to the Didsbury 
Hospital by ground ambulance with 
non-life-threatening injuries. 

I lis 83-year-old female passenger was 
transported by ground ambulance to 


Calgary with life-threatening injuries. 

Although the school bus was par¬ 
tially loaded with students at the time, 
no ii\juries were reported by either the 
bus driver or passengers, police said. 

Though Chinook’s Edge School 
Division No 73. is waiting to confirm 
the seriousness of potential whiplash 
sustained by the passengers and driv¬ 
er, Kurt Saeher, superintendent of the 
division said his understanding is that 
the injuries are minor. 

“We’re very thankful that none of 
the Hi students or the driver were seri¬ 
ously hurt,” said Saeher. 

Though police could not confirm the 
elderly female’s current condition on 
Monday before press, the lead inves¬ 
tigator on the case reported she was 
“more stable than she was on Friday," 
as of 7 p.m. March 2. 

Police have confirmed that alcohol, 
weather, visibility and road conditions 
are not factors in the collision. 

The cause of the collision is still 
under the investigation, and charges 
are pending.
